THE CUIEF JUSTICE AND TUB 
CHINESE QUESTION. 

The reapeot which all, nid es- 
pecially all old timors, have for tho cluet 
justice, must not prevent a courteous ex- 
pression of disappointment with the 
uioiiiornnduiu which ho addroaaed to tho 
ccinimiasionora on tho Chineao quoatioii. 
Tliu iinrn>tivo or duscriptivo part of tho 
niomorandum is luoru or leas intoreatiiig; 
but the main illustrations and argumoiits 
are not, in our jud^jmout, apposite or con- 
vincing. There is no true analogy be- 
twL'on tho dialiko formerly entertained by 
IJi-itinh workmen to tho introduction of 
luiichiiuiry iiikJ tho objoction on thu piirt 
of tlio people to tlio ininiltjration of Chi- 
namen. Tho objection in tho tivo cases, 
perhaps, sprang urieinally from simihir 
fears, but it soon was found that, wiiilo 
niachinory augments the power of man 
over tho inatorial world its groat uso is to 
rugistor aiui rogulato that jjowur, rondor- 
iiig it iiuiro largely ollicucioufl. Machinery, 
nuircdvc!!-, haa an internal as woU aa an 
oxtoriial oU'oct. Ivvccpt in aonio apccial 
dopartuicuta of iiKlustry it incroaaos tho 
superioritioa of tho laborer and enlarges 
his opportunities. It is, therefore, gen- 
orally tlio frieud, not the enemy, of tho 
haiuiicraftsman. Tho competition of tho 
Cliinaiiu'ii (loua !iiit tliua act; ita tondonoy 
ia tv lii'gnido laljuraiul Icaaoii tho npiuir- 
tuiiiticM (if I'lnploynu'iit ; honco tlioru la mi 
tiiK! analni^y lioiwocii tho two caaoa. u 
talio loavo, alao, to Hiigguat that tho 
allugod dopundunco of the price of labor 
oti the equnlion of supply and demand ia 
not ao al)auluta as the chief juatico sup- 
pnara, nor ia it curruct to aay that thia 
oi|iiaUMn ihiHiry ia (lunatioiuul only l)y 
thoau who "work with tiieir hauda." Thu 
now readings of acvoral oconomical as 
sumptionR which limit tiioir abachitoiioaa 
without iinpognini,' their authority under 
givoM coiidiiiona notably emhraca this par- 
ticiiliir thuury. One acliool of modern 
uciinnmiata ai'guea ali'on^ly, for rea.sons 
oasily alaUul did spucc ]iormit, that th.i! 
conipotition of woiknioii in a small 
minority of cases, but normally, and far 
nuiro largely, tho ile facto comhination of 
employra when there is no olToctive oouii 
tor-coniliinatiiHi, are the dotorminnig 
canaoa of tliG prico of labor. It i.H trno 
that tlio omployera cMiiiiot force tho mon 
to talio luaatliaii tho latter can livo a[ion; 
but employera can and do force thoni to 
take as little mora than tho bare nunuia of 
subaisteiico as it pleases thuin to olfor. It 
ia from thia point of viow that the pinch 
.if Chmoaii colli]" tition ia diatroaaingly 
felt. Tlu) ooipluyora arc onablod by that 
compctilioii to cut under tho Bubaiatoncc 
point which olhurwiao would ho main- 
tained. For e.xiimpio, Beaniatresaea in 
this city received from SI down to 75 
cents a day — a scanty wage which com- 
potition among thuir own claaa was not 
likidy tn reduce . Chinamen now uiidor- 
tako this work for TiO cunts a day and tho 
women have to tiiko thia roducud rate for 
common work wi,th fewer opportunitioa of 
employment. This is a very sorituia 
matter and one that admirably illustrates 
tho subject under discuaaion. It ia 
not that tho Chinaman ia more 
akillful or nmro iiidiiatriona; it ia 
simply beciiuao, boing hereditarily 
(U) a lower plane of civilization, ho can 
e.xiat comfortably, according to hia habita, 
below tho subaiatenoo point which the 
preservation of our civih^^id condition ra- 
([uiros. Tho cliici ju.-ilico hero holds hia 
argumentative aword by the point and 
cut.a hia lingera with it. How far ia he 
prepared to puali hia etjnation theory I la 
is not probable, when white labor ia in 
full supply, that what has haiiponod to 
aeanistresaes will be, if it hns not already 
boon, the fate of common laborora and 
in lime of arti.sana if Chinese immigra- 
tion contiiuie iinreatricted / la it i;ood 
policy that theae nioii with the burden of 
their f.uiiiliea ami the dutiea of citi/.ensliip 
on them ahoulil be forced to compete with 
low life men not bearing tlioao burilona 
and never likely to ahnulder them, and to 
do this to the hiiKnrd uf our civili/.atiun 
in deforonco to an abatract theory (|uea- 
tioiu'd by comrioteiit ccoiioniiats and cor- 
iaioly .iol true evi;rywhero and alwaya ( 
What will be thi! cll'ect on our community 
— on our civilizition — whisn white labor 
shall be degraded to tho Cliincac mark, 
aa it was deijraded in tho .Southern States 
to the slave mark, producing there tb.? 
clana of "mean whilea." Hut not to preaa 
thia view — taking ainiply tho economic 
one, giving full acopo to the ociuation 
theory aa stated liy tho chief justice, how 
is it, for instance, if the prevailing mo - 
tivo-force from which springs tho compe 
titioii on which the theory ia based ia iii- 
terfored with; li'ov ia it when tho action, 
8oiitinien!a ami tlinugUta of tho Individ 
ual agent are iiindili"d by broader aocial 
eonsiderationa than lliii.ae merely personal 
and peculiar of whiuU alono noonoinintn 
of the schoid to which the chief justice 
Boema to belong take note; how ia it 
wli.Mi, practically, a ay.stem of serf or in- 
voluiilary labor liiiiita the number of em- 
pliiyiiieiita or movea anions; those more 
perfectly than free civili/.od labor can 
inovu I The ni.tro eci'iioiiiic truth, how- 
over, whatovor that uiay bo, ciinnot do 
cide the question without reforenoo to 
other conditions and considerations. VVu 
must think that thia latter aH[iect of the 
(|Uealioii (by which wo do iioi mean coni- 
par.Uive ])eraoiial iimralitiiH) aliould have 
r.'i;(Ovi;d iimr.^ notico from tho diatin- 
giiialieil writer. .Soino remarks on the 
broadly injuriims moral elTecta upon the 
community of the imponding degradation 
of labor would havo come well from the 
chief jualice. Me might havo .qliown how 
rare and occaaioiial iii the wludo history 
of tho world human iimgreaa ia — how 
diflicult are thi^ iipu ar.l .stepaof a nation 
what slight cauaea may produce atation 
arinesa or chango a stationary to a do- 
crading atato, and how seriously the 
Ohineae question bears on these vvuU- 
kiiowri biatoric facts. Tho lucid atate- 
in.iiit and iLippy phniaea of tho memo 
randuiii do nut ciuniienanto for the lack of 
breadtli of view and insight which char- 
actcri/.ca tho attempt to deal with this 
quoation of social alateainanahip. 

CnUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

Wo havo many times called attention to 
the ncceaaity in thia city for tho enforco - 
niuiit of aomo hiw for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals, and are glad to aay 
that instaucoa of positive and intentional 
cruelty aro rare among ua, but tho rosidts 
of neglect aro ofton as painful. Too 
innchol thisapecu'a of cruelty ia iiillictod 
on at least one claaa of animals. We re- 
fer t.o fowls, which .-.to often continod by 
dealers in cloao uoop.i withinil anlliciont 
air or food for many hours. Many per- 



sons miiat havo noticed tlii.s in pa.'.'sin!; 
tho abopa where poultry ia for sale. 'I'ho 
poor creaturea are crovvilcd ao cloaoly bo- 
noatli the wooden bars that they cannot 
move, and at last become perfectly stupid 
from lack of fresh air and water. It 
yrould soon havo been nocoasary to enact 
some local legislation on this matter, but 
an act just paaaed by the Uominion par- 
liament makes thia unneceasary. Thia 
act provides aa a penalty fur iiialiciou.'.ly 
killing or injuring cattle, impriaoiuneiit in 
the ponitontiary for a term of from two to 
fourteen years, i'or tJialiciously killing 
or tujuriuii auy other auimal, imprison- 
ment for any term not exceeding throe 
months or a lino not to exceed one hund- 
rod dollars. 'J he penalty for inllicting 
unneceasary cruelty upon any iinimid 
(bird or boa.st) or for failing to provide 
the same with proper food, drink, .shelter, 
and protection from the weather, ia im- 
priaonment for a term not exceeding three 
months, with oi without hard labor, or a 
tine not cxcooding fifty dollars. Oonvic- 
liona may now bo made under thia Do- 
minion act, and tho muiiicipai aiilhori- 
tiea ought to aco to it that in future no- 
I'lectful cniolty toward th.^ao lielplosa 
creatures shall not be perpetrated with 
impunity.

The cn-ws of I lieso b.iata, 
mnatly innocent lialienneu or traders, are 
either sunk in their boats or tin y are for- 
cibly carried off to Kelung to work on tho 
hat lories, where their fate ia nearly aa bad. 
They are forced to work at thi; point of 
tho bayonet. They receive no fo,ul ex- 
cept that which they ^et from the 
Anaiiieae coolies who were iinpfe.ia.id at 
Saigon, anil when Ihoy aro no longer 
able to work, through exhaustion, they 
are l.>aj'oner.'d or shot tiowii by the 
armed guard, udio atmd over tli.-m .lay 
and night. The sicknes.s among these and 
tho men on board Ibi'll. .'. ia said lo be 
enorinoua, and to crown all a iminny h;ia 
briikon out on board A.lmiral tl.iurbet'a 
ship, tho Bayard, aud twolvo men havo 
been shot. The disall'oction ainfmg tho 
men on the ahips of the Meet bus becoini^ 
ao strong that .\dniiral (."'Hirlu-t witli 
anvon shijia belonging to tho lluet liaa 
moved away from the iabui.l of Formosa 
LO iMat.soii island, just to give liis men 
soma relief irron tho inaction from which 
they Booiii to sufl'or.

A letter to the China Mail from T;o- 
wan-feo of .January 17lh a.iys; " The 
French yesterday captured no less than 
seven large junks. .-VU wore fully laden 
and aro n.>w to be aoeii alongside aud 
aatern of tlie eruiaora.

It njiiiears 
tliat a man named Bouyer was daiiger- 
oualy sick aboat fifteen raootbs ago 
from a wound in the liand, the conse- 
qnoiiccsSnf which wcro inteiiHiBedj by 
diabetea Falsely pretend in i,' to be a 
physician, lie made liis .situation known 
to three of the most etiiineut medical 
men of PariH, who with a nephew of 
ouo of them gave him the most as.siilu 
OUH care. One of them made him twelve 
another ^fty and a third eighty visit.s' 
while the other cared for him day and 
night. Contrary to their aptirehensiotis 
they cured him, and on tlie score of bis 
being a doctor, charged him absolutely 
nothing. For their pains the cured 
patient caused their arrest, accusing 
thcni of having tortured, mangled and 
used him as h subject for experiments. 
It was n sad move, liowover, for nouv- 
er, for not only wi^re tlie phyHiciiUKH 
acquitted, but lie was Honteneed to pay 
each of the four 3000 francs damage.s. 

Among the messages of sympathy res 
ocived by Mr. Edmund Yatos, upon 
ids iniprisoninent in Uolloway Jail, was 
one from "(Jur .laiiiCH" — iiKianiiig, of 
course, Mr. J. WcN. Whistler. "You 
shall not take tliia occasion to forget us 
aito;,'cllier," he wrote;, "so I, for one, 
kuowing from tradition, that others, 
distiuguiahed under tlio mnw condi- 
tions of isolation, made for tlieinselve.s 
pet (companions, in their retirement, of 
]ilants and inferior animals — n()tal)ly 
in the ease of Ficciola, whore even a 
spider was his chosen — send you a but- 
terlly that you shall cherish as an em- 
blem of hope and Joy. Drive it not from 
you, niv dear Kduiund, for it brings 
my be.st wislie.H and lovulty."
